
Council plans 
intervention [

McGill Students' Council voted to go against their 
own constitution at their first meeting Tuesday night. 

In the question period, Club Representative Gin- 
ny Barton questioned the constitutionality of the 
meeting, as the required five days notice was not given. 

Management Representative John Murphy said, 
"I think people haven't been informed, and I think 
this is a gross violation and I think we should challenge

it.' 

The speaker then overruled 
Council's earlier decision to 
hold the meeting, and declared 
it unconstitutional. Council 
then voted to become a "com- 
mittee of the whole," a pro- 
cedure whereby issues may be 
discussed, but no binding votes 
taken. '

sion was about MSS jurisdiction 
j*ij£5r'T over MSS-funded groups. 

Over the summer, the MSS 
Executive Committee passed a 
scries of motions on the McGill 
Womens' Union, contained in 
the Executive Report to Coun- 
cil. Council must ratify these 
recommendations for them to 
take effect. 

According to Nancy 
Kingsbury of the' McGill 
Women's Union Co-ordinating 
Committee (which is funded by 
MSS), these recommendations 
could be construed as 
•unreasonable interference in the

internal affairs of the Women's 
Union. 

"What we are worried about 
is the fact that Students' Society 
was interfering — that they see 
themselves as able to decide 
what is discriminatory. It brings 
up a basic issue — bow much 
control do we have over our 
own activities?" she asked. 

Recommendations 8.1, 8.2 
and 8.3, forbid" the McGill 
Women's. Union from holding 
any events not open to men on 
or off campus. 

Permaul prefaced the report 
by saying "at some point in 
time (during the summer), 
council had to make a decision. 
We were acting on behalf of 
council, in good faith." 

Kingsbury presented a resolu- 
tion passed by the Womea's 
Union reaffirming their right as 
a McGill -group to hold a 
women-only dance. A clause in

Forty-five busloads ot 
drunken Queen's University 
football fans ripped down metal 
football uprights, destroyed a 
concrete block wall, and mock- 
raped a mannequin in the play- 
ing field during the McGill- 
Queens homecoming football 
game last Saturday. 

After the game, which 
Queen's won 59-30, the Queens 
fans also ripped up artificial 
; turf worth $500 on the playing 
field of McGiU's Molson 
Stadium. McGill estimated the 
Queen's fans caused a total of 
53,500 worth of damage. 
, Montréal Urban Community 
riirjot police came too late to stop 
the destruction. The first car of 
police arrived after the game as 
a mob of 1500 Queen's students 
were wrenching out the McGill 
goalpost, but refused to go near 
the crowd. 

"The police feared for their 
own safety," said Bob Dubeau, 
athletics director at McGill. One 
Queen's sudent was taken to the 
hospital with back injuries caus- 
ed by a fall near the end of the 
game. 



Dubeau explained the visiting 
crowd's behaviour saying "the 
Queen's students' party started 
on the bus at 8.30 a.m. When 
they got to the stadium they 
were rearing drunk. 

"We would have had to have 
600 security people to stop 
them.?' 

During half-time, some 
Queen's students came onto the 
field with a mannequin on a 
stick. "Then I noticed a whole 
bunch of fellows jumpimg on 
the object and destroying the 
object," Dubeau said. 

A Montréal newspaper col- 
umnist wrote "young men then 
repeatedly jumped on the object 
to display how they would rape 
"a woman. The crowd roared its' 
approval." 

Near the beginning of the 
game, a nude Queen's student 
climbed a goalpost and had to 
be taken down by security. 
Shortly after, seven Queen's 
students mooned the crowds. 

"I can't see why they (McGill 
officials and Montréalers) are 
so surprised about it," said 
Kent Harrison, vice-president 
of Queen's Alma Mater Society, 
the school's student ,govern-

AISEC contravenes apartheid policy

A management-funded 
McGill student club delivered a 
slap in the face to the McGill 
Student Society's (MSS) anti- 
apartheid policy yesterday by 
allowing the Royal Bank of 
Canada to set up a display at 
McGill's Career Day. 

By inviting the bank, the 
sponsors — the Association In- 
ternationales des Etudiants en 
Sciences Economiques et Com- 
merciales (AISEC) — ignored 
the precedent set by the student 
government earlier this year. 

At that time, the Royal Bank, 
was. among three banks denied 
access to the Union Building by . 



the MSS because of its outstan- 
ding loans to the white 
supremacist government of 
South Africa. 

An AISEC representative 
told The Daily his group was 
not concerned by the MSS's 
anti-apartheid position. 

"You have to consider it 
from the perspective of the 
students. A lot of students feel 
they would like to be employed 
by the Royal Bank," he said. 

AISEC is wholly funded by 
the Faculty of Management and 
describes itself as an "apolitical 
group which serves the 'majori- 
ty of students'." 

MSS Vice President Internal 
Yat K. Lo claimed the MSS was 



unable to influence AISEC 
regarding the Royal Bank. 
Although AISEC is a club and 
occupies space in the building, 
he said, it has no other links' 
with the student government. 

"They reserved the space (in 
the Ballroom), and as a club, 
that is their right. We cannot 
deny them space," said Lo. 

According to the AISEC 
representative, the MSS did not 
make any attempt to prevent the 
Royal Bank from attending 
Career Day. 

"And if they (the MSS) ask 
us to leave out the Royal Bank 
now, the answer will be no," 
said the AISEC spokesperson 
last week. I

(ANEQ). Although McGill's 
active membership lapsed last 
year, the university remains a 
member of ANEQ. 

Gagnon favours RAEU 
over ANEQ. "Personally I 
prefer RAEU," she said. 

Councillor Ramesh Singal 
questioned Gagnon on her 
decision to participate in 
RAEU rather than ANEQ. 

"Will we fluctuate (between 
ANEQ and RAEU) according 
o vice-presidential 



preference?" he asked. "We 
need a committee to formulate 
policy on this. We need a long 
term commitment," he added. 

Gagnon said she was "for-, 
mally invited to RAEU. 
ANEQ did not invite me." 

As well, she said, "McGill 
has been too isolated from 
other universities in Québec.!' 

Gagnon proposed a meeting 
of student government ex- 
ecutives from all of the 
Québec universities, (which 
excludes CEGEPs), to create 
better relationships among 
them. She also suggested the 
creation of a MSS Advisory 
Committee on External Af- 
fairs to help in policy formula- 
tion. However, there is already 
such a committee in existence. 

Later, Arts Representative 
to Council Andrew Diamond 
queried the changes made in 
Gert's Pub. . 

"The pizza quality's gone 
down, beer prices have gone 
up, and we used to sell more 
pizza than anywhere in Mon- 
tréal, he said. "We're just a 
student operation, we 
shouldn't be charging these 
kinds of prices," added Dia- 
mond. 




The dark side of family life

Every second woman is (he victim of a coercive sex- 
ual experience at least once in her life. Every third man 
is a victim as well. 80 per cent of the time s/he will be a 
child when it happens, 
99 per cent of all assailants are male. 



These statistics are from the 
latest Canadian government 
study on child sexual abuse, the 
Badgley report, released in 
August of this year. 

The Montréal Sexual Assault 
Centre defines child sexual 
abuse as any adult's negative, 
exploitative or coercive sexual 
relation with a person under age 
18. It ranges from voyeurism 
and molestation to rape and 
murder. It includes flashers and 
the exploitation of children in 
pornographic films. 



According to the report, in 
most cases the child is assaulted 
by someone s/he knows, 
without the use of physical 
violence. Overt force is seldom 
needed to assure compliance 
and is usually avoided to main- 
tain secrecy. Incest involves a 
particular process whereby 
children are conditioned over a 
period of time to accept sexual 
activity with. a member of the 
child's "family circle." 

The child is told to keep the 
:vent(s) secret, usually with a 



warning tnat dire-circumstances 
will follow should the secret be 
disclosed. Those who work with 
victims of incest say the shame 
and guiluhat results from this is 
one of the most painful aspects 
of the abuse. 

According to Debra Trent, 
coodinator of Sexual Assault . 
Centre, "incest is similar to ac- 
qaintance rape (rape by friends 
or acqaintances). The victim 
feels betrayed by someone they 
trusted," she said. "Lack of 
trust and fear of intimacy mar 
the adult lives of most of those 
who have experienced sexual 
assault," added Trent. 

"Contrary to claims by chita 
molesters posing as child libera- 
tionists, sexual abuse has been 
linked to learning disabilities, 
schizophrenia, drug addiction, 
prostitution, alcoholism, 
suicide, self-mutilisation and 
generally low self-esteem," she 
said. 

Both boys and girls are vic- 
tims of abuse, but boys are most 
often subjected to assault by 
strangers. Rich Snowdon, a- 
Californian working to prevent 
incest, notes the gender 
breakdown: girls who are sex- 
ually victimised grow up to be 
adult victims of sexual abuse 
and battering; while boys, iden- 
tifying with their abusers, 
choose the role of aggressor in- 
stead. 

Child assault prevention pro- 
grams presently springing up 
across Canada are aimed to 

break this cycle of violence.

The youngest known victim of incest is 4 days old. 

In 80 per cent of these cases, the girl or boy is assaulted by so- 
meone s/he trusts. 

Incestuous assault lasts an average of 7 years.

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MSS: Overdosing 
on Rights 



On Tuesday evening, McGill Students' Council gathered in the cafeteria. They gathered 
together mainly to ratify some innocuous resolutions the MSS Executive Committee 
(MSSEC) had passed by themselves over the summer. So innocuous, in fact, were the 
resolutions that the MSSEC didn't even give the councillors copies of the resolutions to be 
discussed until the day of the meeting. 

Two of the motions dealt specifically with the Womens Union (WU), but clearly had im- 
plications for all clubs. . ■ 

The motions were presented to a group of councillors and club representatives who had 
been informed of the meeting only two days in advance, instead of the constitutionally re- 
quired five. Said Faculty of Education representative, Mike Wiston, "I haven't a clue 
about these proceedings and I'm ill prepared. I'm not sure if I am representing my faculty 
dt sll. 

This year's Students' Society, like its predecessors, appears to be banking on the in- 
experience of elected student representatives to ram through motions. MSS President 
Grace Permaul, suggested^ one councillor that he "think carefully and use his judge- 
ment" when he challenged the constitutionality of the meeting. But the meeting was 
finally ruled unconstitutional. But not before some members of the executive committee 
voted in favour of pretending it was a constitutional meeting. Many wanted the meeting to 
continue regardless of the fact that Council was violating their own constitution. They 
were overuled on a technicality: it was unconstitutional because councillors were not 
notified five days in advance as their constitution requires. 

Js this how the Executive Comittee expresses their respect for both democracy and their 
own constitution? 

But the lack of democracy.is not the only problem. The main cause for the commotion 
are the three motions in the Executive Committee's report which refer refer specifically to 
the Women's Union listed below:. 

8.1: "It was resolved that: The Womens Union not be permitted to hold the Women's 
Only Dance In the University Center..." 

8.2: " It was further resolved that ' 'The Women's Union not be allowed to use the name 
of the Women's Union or the name of the Students' Societv of McGill University for such a 
Women's Only programme at any location." 

The first resolution prevents the Women's Union from holding events open only to 
members. (In order to be a voting member of the Women's Union, one must be a woman.) 
But the second is far more threatening. It prevents the McGill Women's Union from par- 
ticipating with any other Montréal women's groups in any event unless it is open to men. 
This could be used to rule out Womens' Union participation in the annual Take Back The 
Night March, as It is and traditionally has been an event only for women. Any discussion 
group on sensitive issues such as gynecology, rape or abortion would have to include 
men. 

The resolutions are an attempt to limit the autonomy of the Women's Union. The 
Women's Union can hold no events open only to its membership, unless it changes its 
membership policies to include men; a move which would nullify its raison d'etre - it 
would not be a women's union. 

The Women's Union, like a few other Students' Society groups, was formed for 
students with needs which were not being met by regular MSS programmes and ser- 
vices. When the Women's Union began, it was not a part of Students' Society and when it 
Joined, it was understood that it would restrict membership to women. Yet many of its 
services are available to men - men use the birth control clinic and attend discussions 
given at the WU. 

Essentially, the MSS resolution is the first step to changing the WU constitution without 
consulting its membership and. it appears, without adequately informing student 
counclors and club representatives. 

At the Student Society 'discussion group' Tuesday. Vice President Finance Scott 
Keating defended the resolutions saying "The Canadian Charter of Rights does not allow 
discrimination on the basis of sex. A women's only club is discriminatory." 

It appears that Mr. Keating is even more of a stickler for equality than our own govern- 
ment. He wants to protccl inose who others are being protected from, under the 
Charter of Rights ar.d Freedoms Even the Canadian government has recognised the need 
for women to have their own groups: witness the Canadian Council of Women 
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The McGill Women's Union is a ser- 
vice oriented collective run by women. 
Our services include: an informal drop- 
in centre; a library concentrating on 
areas of women's concerns; chairing 
weekly meetings and special events to 
present and discuss topics relating to 
women and society, sponsoring both 
education and social events (guest 
speakers, seminars, films, etc.). pro- 
viding a link between the McGill popula- 
tion and women's services and organiza- 
tions located off campus, holding week- 
ly meetings of the caucus on lesbianism, 
and running a Birth Control Co-Op 
where people can purchase contracep- 
tives and obtain information. 

The Co-ordinating Committee con- 
sists of six women who oversee the 



general functioning of the union. All ac- 
tive members play a role in the initiating 
and carrying out of'projects, and are in- 
volved in decision making. Men play a 
supportive role in the organization and 
provide, valuable input in many areas. 
Although the majority of our activities 
are open to both women and men, our , 
primary concern is to serve the women 
of McGill. 

In essence, the union is centred on the 
present. It reflects the aims and aspira- 
tions of those involved at any particular 
time. It provides an outlet for the ex- 
pression of individual thoughts and the 
pursuit of individual interests and goals 
with the aid and enthusiasm of others.

Richard Tuggle's Tightrope Is a 

poisoned oasis in Clint Eastwood's arid 
filmography.The accolades the film has 
been garnering seem to arise from the 
way that Eastwood successfully works 
against his very rigid, conservative, image 
to create a hlpper, more rounded 
character. I guess critics were so thankful 
for the change that they did not notice 
that the film's underlying assumptions are 
still very conservative. 

Lone avengers bringing law and order 
to the urban jungle have lost their place in 
Hollywood films. In the Reagan- 
Mulroney era, Clint Eastwood's Dirty 
Harry would support, and be supported 
by, the establishment. He would most 
likely be a senior executive in the local 
police force. 

To adapt to the present politic environ- 
ment and yet maintain his popularity,

Wes, however, is more human than 
Dirty Harry. He is depicted as a nurturing 
single parent of two daughters who takes 
in stray dogs.

Eastwood has had to modify his ch 
(the man is a one-role .actor). In 
Tightrope, he does It so well that the 
film Is both a commercial and critical suc- 
cess. Even the Village Voice, while say- 
ing it's "an ordinary, not tremendously 
successful, or violent, policier," also nam- 
ed it, "the best Hollywood film so far this 
year." 

The film is ordinary. Though the movie 
Is very clever at manipulating emotions 
and eliciting visceral responses from its 
audience, its narrative, direction and 
cinematography are fairly conventional, 
Why was it chosen to open the Montréal 
World Film Festival? Why has it received 
so much praise from a press usually an- 
tagonistic to Eastwood's films? The 
answer seemingly lies In the development 
of the Eastwood persona.

Eastwood has been made a liberal. In

It is also evident that the 
marketing for the film, while careful not 
to alienate the usual Eastwood clientele, 
is exploiting his "liberality". Until 
Tightrope, Eastwood films have never 
been advertised In the New York Review 
of Books. 

That the liberal press is so blindly prais- 
ing Tightrope is. surprising. Though Wes 
Block as a character is presented as a 
liberal, the way this presentation is made 
is very reactionary. 

Eastwood is shown to fall in love with 
the liberated director of the local rape- 
prevention centre (Genevieve Bujold). 
But the film itself is anti-feminist. The 
killer in the film rapes his victims before 
he kills them. While the act itself Is not 
shown, the camera lingers over the dif- 
ferent bodies of these women in titillating 
detail.

The role of The Kid's rival, Morris Day, 
is difficult to explain if the movie is to be 
viewed as a complete farce. If the movie 
is to be taken seriously he provides an 
element of genuine if farcical humor. 

However, Morris Day, Is the only ex- 
ception in a movie that laughs at itself 
from start to finish. Even Prince's stage 
performances, with the exception of 
'Darling Nikki' are not up to his usual 
standards. The music culminates In "Pur- 
ple Rain", which as the climatical song of 
the movie, flops completely. 

The real crime lies not in the movie 
itself, but In the public's apparently un- 
critical consumption of It. Whatever 
Prince's intentions, the movie is a parody 
of the life of a performer, and not a good 
one at that. There was not much laughter 
in the theatre, and the soundtrack is sell- 
ing very well indeed.

If conventional theatre has left you 
feeling flat and indifferent, Le Théâtre de 
Bouffons (Theatre of the Buffoons) offers 
a thought-provoking and entertaining 
alternative. 

Théâtre de Bouffons is both the name 
of a new drama workshop in Montréal, 
headed by Grant Helsler and Bob Pot, 
and the innovative concept to which it 
owes Its existence. 

Part of the allure of this new genre of 
theatre is the fact that it defies categoriza- 
tion. It is a hybrid of many dramatic styles 
ranging from classical Greek to 
Shakespeare. 

Also referred to as Theatre of the 
Grotesque', the form was developed in 
the late seventies and early eighties by 
Jacques LeCoq at his school for mime in 
France, from which Grant Helsler was a 
, graduate.! Grotesque: theatre works on; 



the premise of parody and satire ot 
universal themes, platitudes and adages. 
Incorporating aspects from different areas 
of the performing arts — music, drama, 
dance — helps to bring the parody and its 
message to the audience. 

However, grotesque theatre's Impact 
comes from the performers themselves: 
the buffoons. They are the embodiment 
of^j the bizarre aspects that their name 
comptâtes. They are alternately friendly 
and intimating caricatures of a person's 
physical aM emotional deformities. This 
stunning visual effect is created £th sur- 
prisingly minimal stage makeup and 
costume. 

The buffoon has a rapport with the au- 
dience similar to that of a clown or court 
jester; through the mirth, they both have 
a message to proclaim. Their repulsive, 
pathetic images make them outcasts, but 
it also gives them the freedom to brazenly ' 
poke fun at our analysis of life. 

This is part of the rationale behind Le 
Théâtre de Bouffons. The buffoons hold 

: that we can laugh at our deformities In 



the same manner that they laugh at their 
own. 

"There is honesty in such a perfor- 
mance," says Grant Helsler. A lack of 
honesty in the performance of the actor 
in conventional drama is what prompted 
Helsler and Pot to bring grotesque theatre 
to Montreal. 

"All that my training in mainstream 
drama taught me was how to be a great 
pretender," says Helsler. 

Regular theatre is too cerebral, accor- 
ding to Helsler. The student in a Théâtre 
de Bouffons workshop may have to shift 
his or her emphasis from analysis of a text 
to spontaneity, which allows for honesty. 
Pot and Heisler attempt to equip the stu- 
dent with basic skills to apply to standard 
areas of performing arts. 

Pot and Heisler offer technical 
workshops as well as acting and puppet 
manipulation, all based on the same 
satirical premise. Their shows and 
workshops have been successful 
throughout their tour of Canada and 
Europe. 

The two directors are optimistic about 
the future. When asked to speculate 
about establishing a trend for Theatre of 
the Grotesque in Montréal, Heisler and 
Pot proudly proclaim: 

"We already have." :

For some of us the "high" In- 
duced by Montréal-Tout-Terraln 
will make any new showings of 
contemporary art pale In com- 
parison. Nevertheless, upon in- 
itial sampling of some of the new 
local exhibits I found enough 
strong work to satisfy even the 
more discriminating viewer's 
palette. Here is a brief descrip- 
tion of two of the more in- 
teresting exhibits in the St. 
Denls/Duluth Street area: 

Walking east on Duluth from 
St. Laurent one takes a right turn 
on Drolet to find Galerie Joyce 
Goldman. Many of us will

Coming at a time of restraint, 
this direction should be applaud- 
ed for the financial risk involved 
In showing relative unknowns. It 
also brings a welcome Injection 
of life into a sometimes dry 
gallery scene. 

Until October 7th, the Joyce 



Goldman Gallery will be ex- 
hibiting a dozen new paintings by 
Gerard Pedros and Francis 
Caprani. Described as "con- 
cerned artists", Pedros and 
Caprani buck tradition by- not 
only exhibiting together but, at 
times, even working on the same 
painting together. 

The works have a consistency 
of form inasmuch as the works 
are similarly large in size, brightly 
graphic in colour, and animated 
in depiction of subject. Seen 
together, the unity of form in the 
exhibit works to clarify the 
thematic content of the art; there 
are no hidden messages here.

These paintings have impact. 
As If by à camera, the occupants 
of a steamy nightclub are cap- 
tured posing, lighting cigarettes, 
and looking furtively for love. 
Pedros and Caprani remind us 
that we work hard and we play 
hard. In the process of this high- 
stakes life our values seem to 
have become hopelessly jaded 
and alienated from the environ- 
ment we've created. 

Continuing to walk east on 
Duluth, we come to Galeries 
Aubes at 3935 St. Denis. One 
might be relieved to find that the 
Pierre Rondeau exhibit is in a 
lighter vein, a humourous artistic 
catharsis of sorts. The Aubes 
Gallery, having just completed a 
book competitipn for artists (now 
on a six city tour), is continuing 
this theme with Rondeau's drôle 
exposé on the artist's life in the 
form of a llfesize book. One 
literally steps up and through the 
cover of a book to enter a 
"library of objets d'arts". 

Inside the library one finds, 
along with some lovely prints, 
the objects of an ' artist's life 
which, together, tell a wry 
biographical tale of rejection and 
poverty. At the first station the " 
viewer is encouraged to manual- 
ly examine the contents of 
several containers. These objects 
of the "cultural worker" include a 
first-aid-cure-through-art-kit, 
replete with "pharmartist pills". 
Beside it are the annual reports 
of "Art Ovart"; the revenue list 
includes a category for money 
earned at the dépanneur and 
another for begging. Check out 
the "Rejected Art/Rejects Art" 
garbage bin. Re-crumple the art 
before putting it back.

Taj Mahal:

When Taj Mahal clambered 
up with his guitar onto the stage 
at the Rising Sun last Thursday 
night and started to play, the one 
question that concerned me was 
"how do I go about being here 
forever?" 
.It was immediately apparent 
that he knew and loved what he 
was doing. Taj Mahal may have 
been around for a long time, but 
no one calls him a dinosaur. His 
musical longevity has earned 
him a power and certainty which 
results in an incredible nights 
entertainment — this is a show 
that makes me wonder why I 
don't spend all my time at con- 
certs. " ' 
^Taj Mahal's music was blues to 
the core. Its- rhythm gives him 
the opportunity to do what he 
wishes with his voice, guitar and 



body, his three main in- 
struments. His first chord was 
unexpected — a crash of cym- 
bals to wake the audience up out 
of their stupor. 

"You've been drinking too 
much beer" he chastised us, as 
we were slow to respond. And 
we had to participate. It was our 
duty 1o supply the rhythm and 
enthusiasm to counterpoint Taj's 
guitar. Using quick changes bet- 
ween bone-rattling volume and 
sly, barely audible touchs, his 
guitar work was expressive, and 
during one song even supplied 
the words for the chorus. The 
movement of his fingers twisted 
his face and body, telling the au- 
dience what this music was all 
about. When he switched to 
piano, the result was one of the 
most thrilling renditions of 
boogie-woogie I have heard.
